electroaiccdly verifying the approval re^^uest with the aceomt hoidsr via a separate coimnunication from tl:se merchant (see at least col. 
2, lines 50-53, coL 3, lines 5-45, 25-35, coL 5, lines 40-50, coL 6, linss 50 - coL 7, Sine 5) and trai3sniitting an approval to the 
mercbajat only if request is verified by the accoi^nt holder (coL 3, lines 1-5, col. 10, Sines 35-37). 

Blonder also teaches a computer system for verityhsg a comnierdal traBsactloa coniprisiiig: a processing unit for processing

Whale Blonder teaches the interactive verification niodnle requires anthentscation fiom the accoxint holder prior to reciting a 
portion of die approval request (coL lines 45-50), Blonder does not teach the use of an authentication code for this purpose. 
However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skiO in iht art at the time of the invention to have used an antl'sentication 
code Drior to reciting a portion of the approval request in BSonder sin ce, at le ast, person al identification nnm b e rs, or pin, are well

of the approval request, and receiving verlficatioTft iiistnictions from tlie accomiit hold&r mih respfxl lo the approval request (coL 
lines m-55), bm dees not show wmtmg for a con!5ectioii initiated by the account holder. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordiaarv' '^^^^ ^st at the time of the invesUloB to have wailed for the custonner to initiate aDmrnunication with the system since 
this would hj3,ve provided the customer the time he/she needed to decide whedier to approve/di&approve the tensaetion. It also woyld 
have been obvious to have transmitted a uoiim lo tiiie account holder when the transaction approval reqsiest was disclaimed since tMa 
woulcl have provided a complete record of actEvity for the account holder.
